An electronic, mechanical, or other device 
that can be used for interception of wire or 
oral communications is subject to the pro- 
visions of § 376.13 if its design renders it 
primarily useful for surreptitious listening 
even, though it may also have innocent uses. 
A device is not restricted merely because it 
ig small or may be adapted to wiretapping or 
eavesdropping. Some examples of devices to 
which these restrictions appiy are: the mar- 
tini olive transmitter; the infinity transmit- 
ter; the spike mike; and the disguised 
microphone appearing as a wristwatch, cuff- 
link, or cigarette pack; ete. The restrictions 
do not apply to devices such as the parabolic 
microphone or other directional microphones 
ordinarily used by broadcasters at sports 
events, since these devices are not primarily 
useful for surreptitious listening.
